MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


A  total  of  417  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of 
meat  and  other  foods;  222  were  made  during  the  day-time,  and  195  we re 
evening  or  week-end  .'visits. 


I  have  again  to  thank  the  Food  Executive  Officer,  Mr.  A,  M.  Baker, 
for  his  co-operation  in  the  matter  of  inspection  of  home-killed  pigs. 

Mr.  Baker  supplied  each  applicant  for  a  licence  with  a  form,  to  be  returned 
to  me,  showing  time,  place  and  date  of  proposed  slaughter. 


As  a  result  of  this  procedure  331  pigs  were  examined;  only  a  very 
small  percentage  were  found  to  bo  diseased:
